District Attorne y HEN RY N APE cane to the Dallas PD on the night 
of 11/24/03, and Asst.~ehief of Police BATCHELOR told WADE it 
was unwise to give this material to the press and that Chief 
CORRY had made a commitment to the FBI that he would not release 
sane. Deputy Chief M. W. STEVENSON, CID, Dallas PD, pleaded 
with HADE not to release this information, as well as Deputy — 
Chief G. L. LUMPKIN. HADE told the press conference himself, 
according to Asst. Chief BATCHELOR.
